Dear Huntley: 


The 
recommended 
program of 


studies for the Elementary Schools of 
New Hampshire is entirely sound and 
in accord with .the best current ideas 
on the subject of the content of the 
elementary curriculum, the- relative 
time and place to be given to each sub- 
ject and the general 
principles of 


method. 


It is true that not as many hours pel 


day are given to reading, writing and 
arithmetic "as were given forty or fifty 
years ago. In fact, when we were pu- 
pils in the elementary schools, .either 
in the country or city, practically al 
the time was supposed to be spent on 
these subjects. I say supposed to be 
because as a matter of fact few pupil 
were actually busy with their subject* 
more than half the time. In fact, i 
is impossible for elementary 
schoo 


children to concentrate beyond a brief 
period on_any one of these - subjects. 
In your program I note, on page^lS, 
a table giving "limits 
of attention." 


This table, together with the explana- 
tion accompanying it, is soun"d and now 
universally; recognized in the intelli- 
gent making of school programs. 


But while the limits of attention are 


soon reached in any one subject, par- 
ticularly the more 
difficult abstract 


Subjects, the ability to direct the at- 


lention to other and totally different 
subjects is not diminished. Hence a 
modern school program, lite the one 
that you have outlined, provides tor a 
considerable variety of subjects, many 
of which were never heard of in the 
old-time school. Thus, under a skill- 
ful teacher, with a modern program, 
the average child can be happily busy 
and attentive practically 
throughout 


the entire day, and under these condi- 
tions he has really given quite as much, 
probably more, profitable attention to 
the backbone subjects, reading, writing 
and arithmetic, than did the child of 
a generation or two ago. This fact, 
together with improvement in teaching 
methods, accounts for the fact that, 
contrary to much prevalent opinion, 
every reliable test that has been made 
shows that children today of a given 
age know more about the fundamental 
subjects of instruction than did the 
the children- of a generation or two 
ago. 


So I say stand by your program in 


conftdence that it is sound. Also stand 
by your supervisory district system. 


I am looking forward some time to 


attending a meeting of the trustees ot 
Lawrence Academy. Of course I shall 
expect to see you there. Do not hesi- 
tate to write me at any time when 
you think I may have some informa- 
tion or opinion that you would like to 
have.

Stockholm, May 9.—Sweden's na- 


tiopal debt per capita is only $07.60, 
v.-h:!e that of the United States per 
capita is $226.90. This is one of the in- 
teresting bits of statistical information 
reported by the Swedish General Ex- 
port Association in connection with 
the new Swedish state loan which has 
just been made. A still more significant 
statement sheds light 
on 
Sweden's 


credit position, which has been estab- 
lished during the last few years. 


At the end of 1921 the assets of the 


national account, including cash on 
hand, treasury funds, post and tele- 
graphs, state railways, water 
power 


works, domains, shares and loan funds, 
exceeded the national debt by 1,546,- 
400,000 kronor, about $412,000,000, as 
against a corresponding excess in 1913 
Of about $241,000,000. 


The new Swedish siate loan, which 


has just been absorbed by investors, 
bears interest at 4 1-2 percent, and 
was sold at 97. An innovation In plac- 
ing this loan was that it was offered to 
the public directly by the treasury de- 
partment instead of being handled by 
the banks.

"Because of conditions 
of which you are well aware, the pri- 
vate shipbuilding industry of America 
Is in a precarious state. If they are not 
given work, many of them will have 
to go 100 per cent into other lines than 
shipbuilding as they are now doing in 
part, and dismantle. Since the Govern- 
ment is to go Into direct operation of 
ships. It is essential to the Shipping 
Board, if it Is to operate ships, that 
privately owned yards be kept alive."

waste paper of other branches ol the 
government has no part of the proper 
function of the government printing 
office and that this work can be car- 
ried on much more economically "by 
the departments through private con- 
tractors." 


The amount of waste paper handled 


by the government printing office was 
reduced from 
12,025,718 pounds 
in 


1921 to 8,051,673 pounds in 1922, a de- 
crease of 3,344,045 pounds for the year. 
Of this vast accumulation of waste 
paper 6,740,964 pounds came from the 


. 'departments in 1921. as compared with 


8,314,161 pounds in 1922, a decrease in 
'departmental waste paper disposed of 
through the government printing of- 
fice of 2,926,803 pounds for the year. 
,Tiie waste paper ot the government 
printing office itself, consisting mostly 
j>( obsolete publications 
and bindery 


cuttings, amounting to 4,567,512 pounds 
In 1922, as compared with . 5,284,754 
founds In 1921, a decrease of 417,242 
pounds. These' figures show that 56 
per cent of the waste paper In 1921 
came from the departments, while only 


.44 per cent was obtained from 
source In 1922. 


The receipts derived by the sale of 


waste paper dropped from ?261,i51.53 
n 1S21 to $90,250.30 in 1922. This woa- 
due not pnly to the decrease of more 
than one-fourth in quantity, but also 
o the decided slump in prices paid for 
waste paper.
